If Receiver Har- 
mon had returned such cash for taxa- 
tion so long as there was a dollar of 
indebtedness he would have paid taxes 
not on the assets of the C. H. & D.

the board was in session did Messrs. 
... iuison and Hayes ever present 
a 


minority report to the board as or- 
ganized, nor did they at the conclu- 
sion cf tne board's 
labors, present 


such a report. Xor did they at any- 
time prior to that advise the board 
that they would attempt to file such 
a. report, or that the work as com- 
pleted was not satisfactory to them. 
We therefore feel that the action of 
Messrs. Johnson and Hayes in giving 
their purported minority report 
to 


the newspapers before they submit- 
ted it to the board, and indeed before 
it had ever been filed with the audi- 
tor, the officer authorized by !a->v -O 
receive it. evinces on the 
part 
of 


Johnson aud Hayes a greater desire 
to gain notoriety than to 
properly 


discharge the duties of t'aeir office. 


The statement 
that Mr. Shamp

Messrs. Johnson aud Hayes furth- 


er seem to be greatly 
alaruieJ be- 


cause the property in East Newark is 
uot appraised as high pioportiouately 
as that in the center and northern 
portions of the city. 
We would first suggest to the gen- 


tlemen that if they make a correct 
estimate of the number of parcels in 
East Newark they will find that they 
are about 200 off. li this error is 
rectified the discrepancy will not ap- 
pear as great as it does iu their re- 
port and the valuation in East New- 
ark will be correspondingly higher 
per parcel than they have reported 
them. 
We may say in reply to this that 


the values in East Newark ought to 
be lower than other portions of the 
city for apparent t easons. The popu 
lation of East Newark is made up 
largely of laboring people. 
Their 


homes are not so 
pretentious 
as 


those of the citizens of the north- 
ern and western parts of our city 
and therefore, should not be valued 
as highly. 
A. great portion of East 


Newark lies between the south side

Th 
business district oi East Newark is

placed. 
Further, the east corpora 


tion line is much further from the 
center of population than any other 
orporation line of the 
city, 
and

Newark has its greatest width 


at the furthest distance from 
the! 


ourt house. 
Furthermore 
East 


Vewark has fewer 
factories 
than I 


any other portion of the city and a 
Treat many of its buildings are old. 
n business blocks East Newark has 
made less improvements than any 
other section. ' Further 
investiga- 


.ion shows that ren years ago East 
Newark 
property :was 
appraised 


higher proportionately than any oth- 
er portion of the city. 
For these 


•easons we feel that no injustice 
was done the second, 
third 
and 


fourth wards in thus placing the 
values in East Newark lower. 
"We 


note that Messrs. Johnson and Hayes 
at this time offer their services to 
:he board for the purpose of correct- 
ing the evils they complain of. 


~Our only regret is that their ser- 


vices were not as readily tendered 
when the board was in active opera- 
tion and when their 
help 
would 


have rendered their present position 
unnecessary. 
We regret that they 


didn't 'some months ago shed on the 
subject the light that they now seem 
so anxious to give. 


In conclusion ve may say that no 


man's property has been appraised 
too high or too low through
